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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination set forth in the claims by not 
disclosing a roller pump with a reduction gear and a gear housing integral with the pump 
housing wherein a part of the inner surface of the pump housing is composed of a 
semicircle of which center coincides with the center of the drive shaft, another part of 
the inner surface is composed of a partial circle of which center is shifted from the 
center of the drive shaft, and of which the length of radius is equal to that of the 
semicircle. Also each of end portions of the semicircle and each of end portions of the 
partial circle are connected by each of tangential lines extending from each end portions 
of the semicircle toward each end portions of the partial circle respectively. The prior art 
also does not teach an embodiment of the invention where the length of radius of the 
partial circle is longer than that of the semicircle. Finally the prior art does not teach the 
stated roller pump wherein an inlet slot into which an inlet portion of the elastic tube is 
inserted to attach the inlet portion to the pump housing. In particular the inlet slot is 
provided with a lever for pressing the inlet portion into the inlet slot to hold the inlet 
portion in the inlet slot, where the lever is rotated perpendicularly to the axis of the 
elastic tube by a spring force to press the inlet portion of said elastic tube - essentially 
biased closed. A similar configuration is included on the outlet and outlet portion of the 
pump. 

Becker (U.S. 4,558,996) was cited for teaching an analogous roller pump as in 
the claimed invention. The pump is insufficient in that it does not teach the inner wall 
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configuration of the claimed invention nor does it teach the configuration of the pump 
clamp lever. 

Lepak (U.S. 3,644,068), and Tsukada (U.S. 4,969,808) pumps do not teach the 
inner wall configuration of the claimed invention nor do they teach the configuration of 
the pump clamp lever, however they are pertinent for teaching reduction gears and gear 
housings in the pump. 

Ohira et al. (JP 60088885 A), Sikes (U.S. 3,885,894), and Hankinson (U.S. 
3,963,023) teach various roller pump lever clamps but do not teach the configuration of 
the claimed invention.
